Bigger Share of State Income Tax Will Be

As Governor Ojgilvie said in letters to Illi¬ 
nois ipayors, "The cjheck is small but the prin¬ 
ciple ;is an exceedingly important one.”

If it happens, more 
than a one-twelfth share will be heeded and 
needed badly. 

Philosophically, there is some concern over 
these developments because, along with the 
purse strings, a certain amount of authority also 
may shift to Springfield. 

The outlook is for less "home rule," with 
fewer decisions made close to the situations 
dealt with, unless the current attempt to revise 
the Illinois constitution can reinforce the powers 
of local-level agencies. 

Another potential drawback is that with¬ 
held taxes cost the individual but have less im¬ 
pact on him, decreasing the attention he gives 
to how they are spent. The tendency to regard 
federal or state revenue as "free "—and so 
voluminous that it is all right to spend it a bit 
recklessly—is disturbing. 

But if citizen action and interest somehow 
can be maintained and expanded by other 
means, there will be a net gain.' 

The new revenue certainly can be put to 
good use. Additional municipal services are 
needed, new areas requiring services will be de¬ 
veloped in the coming years, and it is hard to 
see how property taxes could adequately finance 
them, with or without the inclusion of personal 
property taxes.

Rush-hour traffic has been so heavy on 
Madison avenue and other streets in recent days 

-due to sewer breaks and sewer repairs-that 

one wonders how the need for a second access 
street could ever have been questioned. 

Without the Benton street-Fehling road 
route, auto congestion is severe. Yet, at the time - 
it was proposed, there was extensive govern¬ 
mental opposition, much of it stressing the 
"dead ends" (which proved to be curves) that 
were involved. 

Assuming there will be further growth in 
the Quad-City area in the 1970s, an even great¬ 
er traffic volume se ems inevitable. Will there be 
equal foresight, with a new artery established— 
perhaps the one suggested along the edge of 
the railroad right-of-way between downtown 
Granite City and Pontoon road? 

No Bonafide ‘Exemptions’; Everyone 
Owes Something to the United Fund 

Whether exemptions for dependents 
should be increased and whether tax avoidance 
by certain wealthy people should be eliminated 
are among the issues in current federal tax re¬ 
form discussions. The topic comes to mind in 
considering the local United Fund drive, which 
could achieve its goal faster, if there were no 
"exemptions" or "loopholes.’ 

United Fund giving, of course, is entirely 
voluntary. But there is a universal obligation to 
participate that docs not go away merely from 
being ignored. It is possible to escape contribut¬ 
ing, but the duty to give remains; and everyone 
benefits directly or indirectly from UF agencies 
—there is no escape from that fact.. 

In an era when "dropping out” obviously 
cannot solve the problems of society, every 
Quad-City resident, employee, business and 
organization will want to give serious thought 
before becoming a United Fund “dropout." 

Everybody needs the 19 United Fund 
agencies to remain in existence and operate on 
a sound basis. Everybody benefits; everybody 
ought to give, even if he can afford only a 
small amount. 

Need Stricter Policy on Bonds for Suspects 

Even without "preventive detention"—un¬ 
der which crime repeaters would be kept in 
custody until their trials, in order to prevent still 
more crimes—it would apear that Madison 
county judges and magistrates could do more 
to discourage new depredations by those sus¬ 
pected of involvement in past law violations. 

Three Alton area men. all with long arrest 
records and one with a penitentiary record, 
were released on their personal recognizance 
last week after being booked on burglary 
charges by Bethalto police in cooperation with 
the state’s attorney. They allegedly had bur¬ 
glarized a store, and evidence included a state¬ 
ment by a witness, tools and material discov¬ 
ered in an auto, and findings by the Illinois 
Crime Laboratory. , 

Police said it was their fourth release by 
authorities in the past month. 

Our opinion is that the least the judicial of¬ 
ficer should have done in such a situation is to 
require that the trio post substantial bonds. 
This would not guarantee good conduct, but it 
would have given the' courts a greater degree 
of control over their whereabouts, and assured 
then continued presence in this area until the 
burglary case had been resolved by their ex¬ 
oneration or conviction.

The territory now included 
within the state of Illinois was 
part of the “territory of the 
United States northwest of the 
river Ohio,” to which the well- 
known ordinance of 1787 ap¬ 
plied. 

The state of Virginia by the 
act of the General Assembly of 
Dec. 20, 1783, and by the deed 
of session of March 1, 1784, had 
previously given over to the 
United States ail her right and 
title to the soil and jurisdiction 
of this section. 

Upon the organization of the 
United States of America under 
the U. S. Constitution, one of the 
first acts of Congress was to 
pass a law to provide for the 
government of the Northwest 
Territory. 

On July 4, 1800, the North¬ 
west Territory was divided, and 
Indiana territory was formed 
of that part which lay “west¬ 
ward of the line beginning at 
the Ohio, opposite the mouth of 
the Kentucky River, and run¬ 
ning thence to Fort Recovery, 
and thence north until it shall 
intersect the territorial line be¬ 
tween the United States and 
Canada.” 

Illinois territory In turn 
was formed March 1, 1809, 
by dividing Indiana terri¬ 
tory. v 


The new government included 
all that part of Indiana terri¬ 
tory lying west of the Wabash 
River and of a direct line north 
from the Wabash and Post Vin¬ 
cennes to the Canadian line. 

Michigan territory already 
had been separated from Indi¬ 
ana territory by the act of 
Congress approved Jan. 11, 
1805. 

These several territorial gov¬ 
ernments which successively 
were formed for the western 
country were very familiar and 
similar, providing for represen¬ 
tative government as soOn as 
the population would warrant. 

In each case, it was further 
provided that all the existing 
laws should continue in force 
until they should be supplanted 
by other laws enacted by the 
competent authorities. 

The first legislative body of 
the new territory of Illinois 
consisted of the governor and 
three judges appointed by the 
President of the U. S. 

This body met June 16, 1809, 
and passed a code of laws, re¬ 
enacting most of the laws al¬ 
ready in force. 

Upon the meeting of the first 
representative assembly, a 
similar omnibus bill was passed 
Dec. 13, 1812, re-enacting all the 
laws — passed by the Indiana 
legislature and by the governor 
and judges of Illinois territory 
—which were then in force.

What to Do With Leaves This Fall 


(With leaf burning banned in 
St. Louis county and similar 
regulations proposed in Madi¬ 
son and St. Clair counties, the 
Citizens for Clean Air group is 
urging that Quad-Cityans volun¬ 
tarily refrain from burning 
leaves this fall. The following 
alternate procedure is being 
suggested.) 

Burning leaves creates air 
pollution and is a fire hazard. 

Avoid burning leaves by put¬ 
ting them to good use in your 
yard as a fertilizer. 

You can turn leaves, grass 
clippings and the like into 
fertilizer for gardens, shrubs 
and flowers. Here are three 
methods: 

1. Mulching. Put whole (or 
shredded) leaves around trees 
and shrubs. This prevents 
freezing of roots and helps re¬ 
tain moisture. 

2. Shredding. Shred the leaves 
with a lawn mower and leave 
them on the lawn as a fertilizer, 
if the layer is not too thick. This 
is the best method for a small 
yard with few trees. 

Most power mowers come 
with a leaf shredding (or mulch¬ 
ing) attachment—a small plate 
which fits over the discharge 
chute and holds leaves under 
the mower until shredded. 

3. Composting. If you have a 
lot of leaves, rake them into a 


pile where they will decay. This 
material will keep down weeds, 
retain moisture and enrich the 
soil. 

Compost piles will not attract 
rats if properly built. Do NOT 
include garbage, other refuse, 
or tree branches. 

HOW TO DO IT— 

Rake the leavesj into an un¬ 
used spot. 

Spread a 6- to 12-inch layer 
of leaves, and moisten by 
sprinkling? 

Put a few handfuls of lime 
and fertilizer on top of the lay¬ 
er (to speed up decay and add 
nutrients). Regular agricultural 
lime or finely ground "feeding 
lime” are fine, and almost any 
lawn or garden fertilizer will 
do. 

Build the pile as high as de¬ 
sired, alternating the leaves 
with lime and fertilizer. 

The top of the pile should be 
flat or slightly concave to re¬ 
tain moisture. 

Sprinkle during dry periods 
to increase decay and to avoid 
the possibility of fire. 

TIME REQUIRED— 

It takes from six months to a 
year for the material to decay. 
It is ready when uniformly 
brown and crumbly. 

Spread around trees, flowers 
and shrubs, or work it into the 
top 4 to 6 inches of soil.
